ARMY IS STILL BADLY 
IN NEED OF NURSES 
Washington, Sept. 20.—There con­ 
tinues a great demand for nurses for 
army work and the Surgeon Gener­ 
al’s Department has issued a formal 
denial of the report that the army 
has obtained all it desires under the 
call for 25.000 graduate nurses by 
Jan. I, 1919. 
Although the Red Cross, the nurse 
reserve of the army, reports a total 
enrollment of more than 
27,000 
nurses, this does not represent the 
number of women available for active 
service. Twenty-five thousand nurses 
must be obtained before the first of 
the year. More than 16,000 are now 
on the rolls of the Army Nurse Corps 
leaving 9,000 still to 
be obtained. 
Moreover, It is estimated that before 
July, 1919, the requirement will be 
50,000 nurses, which means that in 
less than a year 34,000 must enroll.

Every kind of garment, for all ages aaa both sexes, is urgently 


needed. 
In addition, piece goods—light, warm, cotton flannel, and 


other kinds of cloth from which to make garments for new born ba- 
bies, ticking, sheeting, and blankets, woolen goods of any kind—and 
shoes of every size are asked for. Scrap leather is needed for repair- 
ing footwear. 


Since the clothes will be subjected to the hardest kind of wear, 


only garments made of strong and durable materials should be sent. 
It is useless to offer to any afflicted population garments of flimsy 
material Or gaudy coloring. 
Make the gifts practical. 


Garments need not be in perfect condition. A hundred thousand 


destitute women in the occupied regions are eager to earn a small 
livelihood by repairing gift clothing and making new garments 
adapted to needs with which they are familar. 


DO NOT SEND 


Garments of flimsy material or gaudy coloring, 
such 
as ball 


dresses, high heeled slippers, etc. Stiff hats, either men's or wo- 
men's straw, dress or derby. 


Anything containing rubber, raincoats, rubber boots etc. (Rub- 


ber heels can easily be removed from shoes). 


Books, toys, soap, toilet articles: 
Notes or communications of any sort or description positively 


must not be sent.
